Vatican Suspends Plans

Pontiff Quoted 
Assaying Death 
Not Too Far Off 


VATICAN CITY (AP) - De­ 
scribed as believing he has only 
three to four weeks to live, Pope 
John XXIII lay so gravely ill that 
the Vatican Monday suspended 
plans for a papal audience for 
President Kennedy next month. 
The 81-year-old pontiff was re­ 
ported to have shown some im­ 
provement through Monday. 
It was learned early Tuesday 
that his personal physician. Dr. 
Antonio Gasbarrini, eased his all- 
night vigil for the first time in a 
week, spending the night away 
from the Vatican. 
But other medical attendants re­ 
mained near Die ailing pontiff con­ 
stantly specialists were on call 
only minutes away, and there still 
was the deepest concern about his 
condition. 
His doctors ordered him to stay 
in bed. His sacristan was report­ 
ed remaining constantly near the 
Pope's apartments, reidy to ad­ 
minister extreme unction.

Della Sera of Milan, said the Pope 
had told a visitor: "I know very 
well what I have. And I also know 
that I only have three to four 
weeks of life.**

They did not 
eay how long he must continue to 
do so.

WASHINGTON 'AP) - Hie So- 
preme Court warned st ill-segre­ 
gated public schools Monday it 
will tolerate no avoidable delay 
in their obeying its 1955 decree 
which ordered integration with 
“all deliberate speed.” 
The court did so in ruling that 
the “all deliberate speed” guide­ 
line does not permit any further 
delay in integrating parks and 
other city recreational facilities 
in Memphis. Tenn. 
Unanimously, the tribunal point­ 
ed out that eight years have 
passed since the second school 
segregation decision. The court 
declared it would not tolerate fur­ 
ther delay “unless it imperatively 
and compellingly appeared un­ 
avoidable.” 
That new integration timetable 
was not defined any further. But 
the court did say that school de­ 
segregation plans that might have 
been acceptable eight years ago 
may not be acceptable now. 
Hns follow-up to the historic 
1954 and 1955 school desegrega­ 
tion decisions was enunciated at 
length by Justice Arthur A. Gold­ 
berg. He did so in five pages of a 
12-page decision telling Memphis 
that denial to Negroes of “the use 
of city facilities solely because of 
their race is without warrant.” 
Plan Would Run To 1970 
A group of Negroes had ap­ 
pealed to the court to hasten 
Memphis’ desegregation of recre­ 
ational facilities under a program 
not due for completion ur.til 1970. 
Goldberg agreed. 
“Desegregation 
of park and 
other recreational facilities does 
not present the same kinds of cog­ 
nizable difficulties inhering in 
elimination of racial classification 
in schools,” he said, “at which 
attendance is compulsory, 
the 
adequacy of teachers and facili­ 
ties crucial, and the question of 
geographic assignment often of 
major significance.’’ 
Then he turned to school inte­ 
gration and said it was “never 
contemplated that the concept of 
‘deliberate speed’ would counte­ 
nance indefinite delay” in inte­ 
gration.

Wallace’s petition accused Ken­ 
nedy of creating a “military dic­ 
tatorship.” It said the President 
had violated the Constitution by 
sending 3,000 federal troops to 
military posts near Birmingham 
without a request for help from 
state officials. 
The governor asked the court to 
declare unconstitutional the stat­

New African Unity Faces Problems 


By GEORGE MCARTHUR 
ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia (AP) 
—The Organization of African Uni­ 
ty created by the Addis Ababa 
summit conference is an infant 
child unable yet to carry out its 
high-sounding goals. 
Although 30 African chief* of 
state signed the charter to emo­ 
tional cries and high drama early 
Sunday the organization will re­ 
main a piece of paper, and little 
more, for some time. 
First, the charter must be rati­ 
fied by two-thirds of the states be­ 
fore oecoming effective. 
This was a legal dodge for most 
of the African 
chiefs 
present. 
They rule on-party governments 
at home and their word is virtually 
law—if they want it to be. 
What will the organization be 
like when two-thirds of the states 
do ratify the charter'’ 
The main provision is that the 
charter sets up a council of chiefs 


of state to meet once yearly. This 
council retains virtually all power, 
and resolutions can be passed only 
by a two-thirds vote of the mem­ 
ber states, not two-thirds of those 
voting. 
There is no provision for en­ 
forcement of any resolution and 
the question of what to do with 
noncomplying members is unre­ 
solved. 
The charter leaves unresolved 
also who shall be the first secre­ 
tary general It says he shall be 
appointed by the chiefs of state. 
Possibly this could take another 
year, thus stalling the organiza­ 
tion for that time. 
Indeed, there were delegates in 
Addis Ababa who privately want 
no haste at all. President Habib 
Bourguiba 
of 
Tunisia 
publicly 
called for a step-by-step approach 
and President Felix Houphouet- 
Boignv of the Ivory Coast asked 
.for “progressive caution.” 


Such caution is built into the 
charter. In its immediate form k 
is little more than an agreement 
for yearly meetings at the summit.

The chances are that he feels he 
cannot, right now. 
At his official farewell reception 
tor Cuban Prime Minister Fidel 
Castro, the Soviet premier poked 
fun at Western speculation that he 
might be ready to step aside. 
Khrushchev has acknowledged 
he cannot go on forever. He is 69 
and has had a tough life. 
But to reports he was in a bad 
position he retorted piously last 
Thursday: “May God grant I have 
ouch a difficult position to the end 
of my days.” 
There is in this a hint that 
Khrushchev feels he must hang on 
indefinitely until the question of 
.succession can be resolved.

committee’s Secretariat. 
Khrushchev diminished the pow­ 
er of the ruling Presidium in

To 
defeat them Khrushchev turned to 
the Central Committee, using it 
with all the skill of an oldtime 
ward politician running a bunch 
of aldermen.

Another is ailing, 
89-year-old Anastas I. Mikoyan, a 
holdover from the Stain Polit­ 
buro who is not considered a can­ 
didate. Another Presidium mem­ 
ber, Nikolai Shvemik, is sick and 
75. 
That leaves six possibilities. The 
lightning could strike any one of 
these, notably Leonid I. Brezhnev, 
57. a former armed forces politi­ 
cal commissar who now is presi­ 
dent of the U S S R., md Genpady 
I. Voronov, an agricultural spe­ 
cialist close to Khrushchev, who 
rose swiftly through party ranks. 
Brezhnev comes from the Uk­ 
raine, a count against him in the 
power sweepstakes, and Voronov 
seems to lack bothstature and 
background. 
Of the others, there are Dmitri 
S. Polyansky, 46, and Nikolai 
Podgorny, 60, both possibilities 
but also both Ukrainians. The re­ 
maining two are Alexei A. Kosy­ 
gin, 58, rn executive type and also 
a Stalin holdover, and Andrei P. 
Kirilenko, 57, rn engineer. Nei­ 
ther seems to have the stuff that 
a big Soviet boss must be made of. 
There are no others in the top 
echelon unless some military fig­ 
ure emerges. Khrushchev is likely 
to have taken steps to prevent 
that. 
For KhrtMbchev to step aside 
now might be to invite internal 
confusion. He seems the sort of 
man who likes to keep the political 
bouse neat and tidy, who would 
prefer to have the succession 
matter settled before departing 
the scene.

people in June. 1961. 
The handbook, published Sun­ 
day, said the rate of population 
reached as high as 2.5 per cent 
each year in Oceania. This how­ 
ever remained the world’s lea&tly 
densely populated a r e a with an 
average of only two persons per 
square kilometer. 
Europe r e m a i n e d the most 
densely populated area with an 


average of 87 people per square 
kilometer while the world aver­ 
age stood at 23. The handbook 
said infant mortality fell by as 
much as 50 per cent in many 
countries over the decade. 
The handbook said world trade 
—excluding the Communist na­ 
tions—rose 4 6 percent above the 
I960 level during 1961 to set a 
new' post world war record of

FCC Clampdown Assured 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - T h e 
new chairman of the Federal 
Communications 
Comrrvi g a i o n 
(FCC) hinted Sunday that tough, 
direct regulations may be clamp­ 
ed on radio and television. These 
may include an attempt to limit 
the number of “prime time” net­ 
work TV shows. 
E. William Henry, who suc­ 
ceeds Newton N. Minow as FCC 
chairman on June I, said “you 
can rest assured of action soon" 
to ease the major networks’ con­ 
trol of programming on local sta­ 
tions. 
Henry also said the FCC for the 
first time is writing a policy on 
television and radio commercials. 
He said he agreed with Minow’s 
opposition to the “clamorous cas­ 
bah of pitchmen” and supported 
proposals for more self-discipline 
among broadcasters in controll­ 
ing commercials. 
Hie former Memphis, Tern., 
lawyer, who was interviewed by 
Rep. Emanuel Ceiler, D-N.Y., on 
a television program. 
Handy disclosed the FCC is 
studying the possibility of more 
direct regulation of radio and tele­ 
vision networks. 
Henry denied regulation would 
amount to oenaorghip, On the oon- 


trary, he said, it would promote 
variety and diversity of programs 
and would protect the interests of 
the audience. 
The FOC now exercises indirect 
control over what radio and tele­ 
vision audiences see and hear 
through its power to grant and 
renew station licenses. 
Henry did not indicate how the 
FCC’s regulatory powers might be 
made more direct, or whether 
Congress was being asked for en­ 
abling legislation.

It is true that the soil bank costs 
money, but it has been a justified 
expense, as is apparent when 
you actually go and walk upon 
these lands and see how they 
have been held as an agricultural 
and conservation reserve for the 
future.

Aglow with the VIP treatment accorded its 
members in Moscow, a British trade delegation 
reports tempting goodies available on tempting 
terms. The Russians offered to sell them ma­ 
chine tools and expressed interest in buying from 
the British some chemicals and factories. 
There also was some mention of Russian 
oil, but the British didn’t acquire their repu­ 
tation as shrewd international businessmen talk­ 
ing about things like that. 
Buying goods from the Russians, who pre­ 
sumably have the same burial plans for the 
British as they have for the U. S., is nothing new 
for Britain. Last year the British bought $238 
million in Soviet goods and sold the Russians 
$194 million worth of their own. 
Lord Ebbisham, vice president of the Lon­ 
don Chamber of Commerce and leader of the 
latest trade mission, says he sees no reason why 
this Soviet-British trade shouldn’t be doubled in 
the next five years. 
From this side of the Atlantic, where so 
much effort is required to checkmate the 
Soviet’s ceaseless encrofchment on freedom, it 
is easy to see why the trade between Lion and 
Bear shouldn’t be doubled in the next five years. 
The machine tools Russia offers Britain 
would replace those the U. S. now sells Britain, 
earning needed dollars, incidentally, to help 
^protect Britain and all of Western Europe from 
"Soviet communization. There is an old axiom 
that a man shouldn’t lend chips to his rivals in 
a poker game, and presumably the British know 
about it. Yet in the matter of this Russian 
machine-tool deal, one member of the mission 
explains, “We should seize the opportunity. We 
need the business.” 
And that, it is safe to prophesy, is one thing 
they can be sure the Russians intend to give 
them, sooner or later.

Farmers Show Spunk 


i 
Maybe Stanley Yankus can now come home. 
Yankus, you may remember, was the chicken 
farmer who couldn’t be convinced that he was violat­ 
ing either the interstate commerce clause of the U.S. 
Constitution or the regulations of the Department of 
Agriculture when he raised some excess wheat on his 
own acres to feed to his hens. The government natur­ 
ally had the last say in the matter, and Yankus, out­ 
raged by the infringement of what he insisted was a 
basic liberty, departed from America in a burst of 
eloquence to take up citizenship in Australia. 
When he was last heard from, Yankus was enjoy­ 
ing life under a banana tree. As a lover of freedom 
this column continues to wish him well, but the recent 
farm vote on the wheat referendum may indicate that 
Stanley Yankus lost his faith in Americans too soon. 


The farm vote. Indeed, is the first indication in 
many years that Americans can be persuaded that 
a long-term commitment to freedom is worth more 
to them than the lure of immediate economic 
gains. When the Nazis tried to crowd Britain to the 
wall by offering a humiliating deal, Winston 
Churchill growled, “What kind of people do they 
think we are?” It was just this sort of response 
that the wheat farmers showed when they rejected, 
by a handsome majority vote, the offer of high sup­ 
port prices for a complete government control of 
production and sales. 


Make no mistake about it, the Department of 
Agriculture crowded on every last bit of pressure to 
coerce or bribe the farmer into voting its way. 
By 
radio and TV Secretary Orville Freeman’s boys dinned 
it into the wheat farmer’s ears that the choice was 
between government price props of $2 a bushel and a 
total collapse of the wheat market. The threat, deliv­ 
ered from the White House, was that if the farmer 
refused to accept Orville Freeman’s strait jacket con­ 
trol plan, there would be no interim legislation to help 
the farmer to live through a bad period as the agricul­ 
tural community moves by degrees to the idea that 
the free market in wheat is the best for all concerned. 
In voting as they did, the farmers placed their 
short-run fate in the hands of Congress. The imme­ 
diate effect of uncontrolled wheat plantings and sales 
might well be a flooding of the market and a drastic 
drop in prices. Whether the farm patient, who has 
been poulticed by subsidies and strapped up by price 
supports for thirty years, can accept the piercing air 
of freedom all at once without succumbing to his fears 
is a question. The attitude of the Administration is 
that a little suffering will bring the farmer around to 
voting for bureaucratic surveillance and serfdom next 
year. It is a cynical attitude, and a Congress which 
•till has a rural orientation can hardly take the threat 
of a veto of interim wheat legislation lying down. 


Well, what should be done to get the farmers in 
shape to live in the world of freedom? The most 
promising idea is to make interim support avail­ 
able to wheat farmers who fail to pet more than 
a certain fixed minimum of income per year. This 
should be done, not on a continuing basis, but for 
an agreed-upon period, with the supports diminish- 
ing each year in accordance with a stated scale. 
P The idea would be to give farmers who are close 
to the subsistence line a little time lo find different 
ways of farming, or to get off the land entirely. 


Senator Talmadge of Georgia is on the record with 
a plan for supporting cotton growers only to the point 
of need—and there is no reason why the Talmadge 
idea can’t be applied to wheat. But evidently Congress 
will have to make its agricultural policy decisions this 
year without any cooperation from the White House. 
The farmers who reacted against Secretary of 
Agriculture Freeman’s pressuring showed a surprising 
amount of spunk. The vote rejecting strict wheat con­ 
trols came at a gloomy time. Cuba is lost to freedom, 
the Italian elections point to the continuing growth of 
European Leftism, and everyone seems to take it for 
granted that a socialist Harold Wilson will be the next 
Prirfie Minister of Britain. In this lugubrious darkness 
the American wheat farmers have lit a candle. Let 
us hope that it will not be snuffed out.

oration, He has written a letter 
to Leo Welch, chairman of the 
corporation, raising grave doubts 
as to whether the satellite is 
worth developing under the pres­ 
ent setup. 
Coming from a man who has 
spent 57 years in communications 
and who made radio and television 
a way of life in the U. S., the 
Sarnoff letter has had more ef­ 
fect than a Senate filibuster, lf 
it had been written at the time 
Senators Kefauver, Gore, Gruen- 
ing, Burdick et a1 were fighting 
against the Satellite Corporation 
Bill, it would not have passed.

Even Judges Don't Know Law Of The Land 


WASHINGTON - When there’s 
a 
confused 
judiciary, 
there’s 
bound to be a confused public. 
And how can anyone tell what 
“ the law of the land” really is 
today when the judges themselves 
contradict each other in a matter 
of a few^ours? 
Thus, the first editions of two 
New York City newspapers — 
which reach many subscribers or 
newsstand buyers in Washington 
—said in their headlines Thurs­ 
day m ornings 
“ U. S. Judge Rejects Appeal to 
Reinstate Birmingham Pupils”— 
New York “Times.” 
“Court Won’t Bar Pupil Ous­ 
ters’* — New York “Herald Tri­ 
bune.” 
Yet this wasn’t the fact very 
long. A few hours later, these 
same 
newspapers 
were 
telling 
their readers in later editions in 
New York City that a U. S. Cir­ 
cuit Court of Appeals judge had, 
on the same day, overturned the 
earlier ruling. 
The case in question arose when 
the Board of Education of the 
City of Birmingham ordered the 
suspension of the 1,061 Negro stu­ 
dents in the public schools who 
had been arrested on May 7, dur­ 
ing street demonstrations, on the 
charge of parading without a per­ 
mit. The city’s policy has been to 
take such action against any stu­ 
dent who is arrested 
for 
any 
reason until the charges are dis­ 
posed of in the courts. 
U. S. District Judge Clarence 
W. Allgood, who was appointed by 
President Kennedy, issued a rul­ 
ing in which he said: 
“This court feels that the Board 
of Education of the City of Bir­ 
mingham in its disciplinary prob­ 
lems 
deserves 
no 
interference 
from this court so long as it stays 
in reasonable bounds.” 
* 
Judge Allgood said he had as­ 
sured that suspended pupils would 
be given “a speedy, fair and com­ 
prehensive hearing,” and he add­ 
ed: 
“This court was shocked to see

hundreds of school children rang­ 
ing in age from 6 to 16 running 
loose and wild without direction 
over the streets of Birmingham 
and in 
the business 
establish­ 
ments. 
“ It is due to the patience and 
good judgment of the people of 
Birmingham and the police offi­ 
cials particularly that no one was 
seriously injured on May 7, 1963, 
when the demonstrators were al­ 
lowed by the Police Department 
and city officials of Birmingham 
to parade within a certain desig­ 
nated area, and the hundreds of 
school children in the parade re­

through the police and for some

NO PERLE MESTA — Perle 
Mesta, the wealthy Washington 
party-giver, used to be the dar­ 
ling of the Truman administra­ 
tion, but she’s failed to score 
with the successor dem ocratic 
administration of President John 
F. Kennedy. 
Perle was Truman’s ambassa­ 
dress to Luxembourg and pre­ 
sumably on friendly term s with 
ruling circles in that little coun­ 
try. When the Grand Duchess 
Charlotte, 
Luxembourg’s 
ruling 
monarch, visited Washington re­ 
cently, it was incumbent on the 
Kennedy’s to officiate at a formal 
dinner at the White House. 
Normally, Mrs. Mesta would be 


high on the list of those invited, 
but the White House was de­ 
termined not to do so. In order 
to accomplish this, it had to 
omit from 
the list of invited 
guests all former ambassadors to 
that country. 
Mrs. Mesta, politically active, 
opposed Kennedy before he won 
the Democratic presidential nom­ 
ination. And there’s a strong ru­ 
mor that Mrs. Kennedy has been 
irritated over Perle’s attem pts 
to 
ingratiate 
herself with 
the 
First Family ever since. 
Mrs. Mesta was invited to a 
luncheon 
given 
in 
Charlotte’s 
honor, but she took the hint and 
didn’t attend. 


‘llegally arrested for exercising 
this constitutional right.” 
“What harm would it do,” asked 
Judge Tuttle of the superintendent

handed down a decision on Wed­ 
nesday which, for the first time, 
emphasizes 
“equal 
rights 
for 
whites.” he ordered the Commis­ 
sioners of the District of Columbia 
to give white prisoners at the Lor­ 
ton Reformatory a chance to de­ 
cide whether they want to sleep 
in an all-white dormitory or in one 
for both 'whites and Negroes. The 
policy for the institution had been 
that only 
the 
Negro 
prisoners 
could decide for themselves whe­ 
ther they wanted to live in an 
all-Negro dormitory or an inte­ 
grated one. No such right to make 
a choice had been granted by jail 
officials to the whites. 
Yet “the law of the land” is 
supposed to be quite clear nowa­ 
days so the citizens will always 
understand and obey 
what 
the 
courts 
tell 
them 
lest 
federal 
troops be mobilized “to enforce a 
court order.” But what shall par­ 
ents throughout the country think 
when they are refused a choice 
between integrated and segregat­ 
ed schools for their children? Are 
there to be “equal choices” only 
in the federal government’s jails?

Gripes And Lessons From Bomb Shelter Front 


Life in a bomb shelter is not 
pleasant, even for short periods. 
In one survey, lack of water for 
washing was the chief complaint, 
followed by the monotony of eat­ 
ing the same food, overcrowding, 
dirt, and the behavior of others. 
These drawbacks need not exist 
but they were the major sources 
of psychologic discomfort among 
a group of IOO volunteer navy 
personnel who spent two weeks 
during the summer and again 
in the winter in a navy shelter 
at Bethesda, Md.

Doubts About Future 


The Sarnoff letter comes at a 
time when other directors of the 
Satellite Corporation, a private 
company set up by the Kennedy 
Administration, have had grow­ 
ing doubts about their over-glam­ 
orized establishment 
It also comes at a time when 
thousands of letters have been re­ 
ceived 
from 
private 
investors 
wanting to know when they can 
invest in the new company. If the 
Sarnoff letter 
and 
the 
private 
view of several directors are any 
criterion, it will be a long time 
before the corporation will merit 
a public stock issue. 
The Sarnoff letter was written 
in reply to an inquiry by Satellite 
Chairman Welch, asking for Sar* 
noff’s views. In his unpublished 
letter, Gen. Sarnoff quoted state­ 
ments by Fred Kappel, head of 
AT&T, also James E. Dingman, 
vice president of AT&T, that new 
transistorized cables would pro­ 
vide 720 telephone circuits alone, 
and that ' one transistorized cable 
laid across the 
North 
Atlantic 
could connect areas possessing 90 
per cent of the world's present 
telephones.’’ 
“One new transistorized cable 
will have a capacity almost dou­ 
ble that of all existing transoce­ 
anic cables,” Gen. Sarnoff wrote, 
“ and Mr. Dingman has expressed 
the ropa that it will permit a 
lower cost per channel than the 
present facilities.” 
Quoting the Rand report that 
present and planned conventional 
cable and radio will he adequate 
to 
handle 
international 
traffic 
between now and 1965, Sarnoff 
continued: 
“ I believe the Satellite Corpora­ 
tion is now confronted more ser­ 
iously by the question of when 
its operations can reasonably he 
expected to become profitable. 
“On the basis of the present 


state of development in satellite 
communications.” 
Gen 
Sarnoff 
continued, “five to ten years may 
pass before any commercial sat­ 
ellite communications system will 
he able to offer reliable and con­ 
tinuous service on a global scale." 


British Competition 


Gen. Sarnoff then pointed out 
that “in nearly all other countries, 
government monopolies own and 
operate their communications sys­ 
tems. . presumably the principal 
foreign countries will utilize their 
cable 
facilities 
to 
maximum 
capacity before diverting any sub­ 
stantial amount of traffic to the 
American 
Satellite 
Corporation 
and paying for the use of its facil­ 
ities.” 
Summarizing his solution to the 
difficult problem, Sarnoff said in 
his unpublished letter; 
“We should not 
consider 
an 
amendment to the 
present 
law 
which would enable the Satellite 
Corporation to acquire, through 
purchase, the International Tele­ 
phone 
and 
Telegraph 
facilities 
and operations, both present and 
planned, of all American carriers. 
The enlarged Satellite Corpora­ 
tion should continue as private 
enterprise.” Sarnoff argued. "The 
new organization should operate 
as a public utility under appro­ 
priate government regulation " 
Gen. Sarnoff pointed out that 
this big communications combine 
would 
have 
the 
advantage 
of 
starting on “an immediate and 
solid revenue base” since the ex­ 
isting U. S. communications com­ 
panies did a $160,000,000 interna­ 
tional business in 1962 and would 
be doing $350,000,000 by 1970. Fur­ 
thermore this combine could deal 
with equal strength with foreign 
governments. 
“The British General Post Of­ 
fice and its Commonwealth part­ 
ners already operate one of the 
world s most extensive interna­ 
tional communications system s...
